Potshontat In 1823. 

Tho extract printed below is from 
a letter written by Col. J Howe « 
Peyton, the first commonwealth’s n 
attorney of this county, on his first « 
visit to Hnntersville, at the first n 
term of the “Superior Court 
which was held after the formation u 
of tho county The two buildings, » 
which he apeake of, were situated f 
on the site of Mr. C. R. Moores ^ 
house. The county in 1830 con- € 
tamed 2,542 people. Col. Peyton fl 
traveled with Judge Stuart from t 
Staunton, and as hia letter shows, • 
he was considerably impresewl j 
with the crudeness of the manner j 
of living west of the Alleghany: 

“On Tuesday at two o’clock we I 
arrived at Huntersville, tho seat of I
